when direly needed. A spirit of 


' Employment'’ is not a sim­ 
ple term denoting the mere 
bolding ot a job for which a 
wage is paid. or the operating 
of one s own business. Rather, 
it signifies the state of any- 
one who is doing what. under 
the 
circumstances, 
he 
most 
wants to do Such a person is 
fully “employed" A commun­ 
ity or nation has "full employ 
meat” when all of its people 
are fully employed 
The ways in which 
people 
may be employed are legion 
One may be writing a book, 
another wntatg a letter 
One 
may be teaching a class 
or 
speaking 
from 
the 
hustings 
One may be tending a lathe, 
a baby, or a fish tine 
One 
may be driving an automobile, 
baking 
cookies, 
dancing 
the 
twist, enduring an appendec­ 
tomy, or lying on the ground 
gazing up into the blue. All 
are employment, all are done 
to satisfy, and the satisfac­ 
tions received, whether measur­ 
able in money or not. are in­ 
come to the recipient and a part 
of the "national income " 
Sh. st cr wrote, concerning a 
worker who prefers part-time 
work in his home locality to 
migrating elsewhere for full­ 
time work 
. . .if the attachments in the 
area mean 
so much to the 
worker that he would rather 
stay there than move to a full­ 
time job it follows that these 
attachments have a real value 
to him. though they have no 
market value. In a free society. 
they are every bit as much a 
part of the "national income " 
as is a suit of clothes, an auto­ 
mobile, or a yacht 
And yet. those who compute 
the national income ignore psy­ 
chic reward, dismissing it for 
the reason that it is immeasur­ 
able They are content to reck­ 
on the monetary income and 
cite it as the total of satisfac­ 
tions received, when plamly it 
is not. Because a quantity can­ 
not be measured does not mean 
that it does not exist. Certain­ 
ly. one cannot ignore such a 
quantity as though it did not 
move people to act. 
Income, since it consists of 
satisfactions received, or the 
wherewithal to exchange for 
such satisfactions, tends to sat­ 
isfy the recipient. It removes, 
m whole or in part, his un­ 
easiness He now consumes or 
enjoys the income, and then 
tends to turn to the 
same 
source for more 
T h u s . 
if 
his 
income 
is 
gained 
from 
work, he resumes the wort: rf 
h is gained from leisure 
he 
continues 
the leisure 
Only 
when in his mind an image 
forms of a way to earn more 
or higher quality income does 
he change his ways. 
Human 
action, then, is motivated by 
the 
search 
for 
satisfactions, 
that is. for income, mater.a1 
or psy chic 
In 
one 
respect, psychic in­ 
come is superior to monetary 
income Money must be convert­ 
ed into consumable goods or 
services and the latter consum­ 
ed before actual satisfactions 
are realized, 
but psychic 
in­ 
come requires no conversion or 
consumption since it consists of 
the final 
satisfactions 
them­ 
selves. It is immediate income 
while money moonie is medi­ 
ate Thus, wort yields wages, 
which must be exchanged for 
food before one can enjoy the 
satisfaction of eating and of 
renew mg his strength, but lei­ 
sure yields income rn the form 
of rest. recreation, social activ­ 
ity. and so forth, which is the 
satisfaction itself, directly and 
immediately experienced. 
On the other hand, 
mone­ 
tary income has the superior­ 
ity of being exchangeable for 
any 
satisfactions 
which 
are 
a violable for purchase Psychic 
income is sot exchangeable. 
Hence, if one is to enjoy those 
satisfactions winch can only be 
purchased, some money income 
is necessary. 
Exam pies af Psychic tween** 
As a rule people are not mo­ 
tivated by psychic income or 
by material income alone but 
a combination of the taro. Rare­ 
ly is one present without 
the 
other. Sometimes one win be 
a negative quantity, but their 
algebraic sum win be positive 
To give examples 
Here is a man who farms 
not merely 
*** material re­ 
wards he gains from farming. 
«hkh he is aware are less 
than h e could earn in business. 
but because he enjoys living 
outdoors, tilling the sod. and 
being bis own boss. Without 
psychic 
rewards 
he 
would desert the farm for busi­ 
ness. His life-work has been de­ 
termined by psychic income 
Here is a man who loves 
acwxice and the laboratory- and 
the search for knowledge; he 


is a research phy sicist though 
be knows that he might earn 
more money as an engineer. 
Psychic, not material 
income 
is the determinant of his voca­ 
tion. 


One may imagine a contrac­ 
tor who builds houses in Flo­ 
rida. though he once made and 
could still make more money 
building skyscrapers rn Man 
kaftan 
A certain man is m politics 
because 
he believes he can 
thereby serve his community, 
or because he enjoys the power 
that political office confers 
This woman has deliberately 
quit her salaried job rn an offer 
to stay home and keep house 
and bring up children 
Here is a man who quit a 
government job out of boredom 
and took a job in industry be­ 
cause it was 
more 
exciting 
And bere is ooe w ho is living 
on 
unemployment 
compensa­ 
tion for th* time being because 
he is tired of the time-clock 
and the foreman and idles to 
play cards, or because the re­ 
adjustment he would have to 
make m order to get a job 
•odd be too unpleasant 
Examples of bv es directed 
by psychic factors are all about 
us. Indeed, everyone, if he will 
examine his own motives will 
admit 
that 
many, 
perhaps 
most, of his actions are prompt­ 
ed. fully or in part. by the 
prospect of direct satisfactions, 
either physical, intellectual or 
spiritual 
Everyone 
Rants 
More 
It may be taken for granted 
that all men want greater re­ 
wards. either material or psy­ 
chic or both, than they 
are 
receiving 
In some the desire 
for increased reward is much 
keener than rn others, those 
in whom it is keen are on the 
lookout for more lucrative em­ 
ployment 
Some complain that their re- 
w a r d s are altogether "too 
small" and 
insist 
that 
they 
should have more lf they are 
able to persuade the commun­ 
ity of this. they may be given 
an additional m a t e r i a l re­ 
ward or they may be offered 
the chance to wort and earn 
an additional amount 
Those 
rewards 
are 
con­ 
sidered by the commtauty to 
be 
"too small" and who aver 
that they want to earn more 
are classed as "unemployed ’ 
md are looked upon as a so­ 
cial problem The "problem*’ is 
to increase their rewards 
It 
is 
assumed 
(wholly 
without 
proof) that they cannot do this 
for themselves and hence that 
society must do it for them 
However, the "unemployed" 
are 
not 
drfferently 
situated 
from others They are receiv­ 
ing some 
rewards and 
they 
want more: the same can be 
said of us all. If the "unem­ 
ployed” 
are 
helpless. 
so is 
everyone. 
Rh* Is M®r* Deserving* 
Somehow it is assumed that 
people in cert am circumstances 
are more deserving of mcreas- 
?d rewards than arr others It 
cannot be because these peo­ 
ple. the "unemployed." now re­ 
ceive less total rewards than 
others receive for psychic re­ 
wards being immeasurable, it 
is impossible to calculate and 
know anyooe* total reward 
Granted, 
the "unemployed" 
are usually receiving less ma­ 
terial rewards than the "em­ 
ployed" receive 
However, an 
■ unemployed" person may eas­ 
ily be receiving vastly 
more 
psychic 
reward, 
and 
hence 
more 
total 
reward, than an 
' employ ed 
person 
So. 
one 
wonders why the "unemploy­ 
ed" 
person’s 
neighbors 
tax 
themselves to give him raooey 
to increase his total reward 
They likely may be giving "to 
him who hath ” 
No ooe but the person him­ 
self knows or can know what 
the rewards, that is. the total 
income of his way of life are 
Therefore 
the only criterion 
the community has for deter­ 
mining 
whether 
his rewards 
are "sufficient ’ 
are his 
ac­ 
tions lf be bestirs himself to 
increase his rewards, evident­ 
ly his rewards are 
msufty 
itetA' to meet his wants Dis­ 
satisfied with his present way 
of life. he changes it 
Since only he knows what 
bis present rewards are. only 
he can know whether they com­ 
pare favorably with what he 
aught receive ie a different sat- 
uauoti Therefore, only he can 
decide whether he should make 
a chang* 
There is no call for any ac- 
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sucfa action, an fart, will in­ 
evitably collide with his own 
action, since a body 
cannot 
move in two directions at one 
time For example, a grant of 
"relief’ by the community may 


meet head-on his mien! to go 
to a neighboring city to look 
for a job — and may over­ 
come it The relief payment 
plus the psychic reward attach­ 
ed to remaining 
idle 
in 
his 
home environment may exceed 
the wage of working 
in 
the 
neighboring city plus any psy­ 
chic reward 
or cost, that is. 
negative 
reward * 
connected 
with the new environment and 
experience 
In such case the action of 
the community cannot be said 
to have 
* solved ’ 
a 
"social 
problem * In the first place. 
there was no "socsa) problem " 
and in the second, the com­ 
munity's action is merely al­ 
ternative to his own. planned, 
autonomous action It is differ­ 
ent but not 
better ’; rn fact. 
it is socially 
worse,’’ because 
it has imposed a cost on the 
community which the person s 
own contemplated action would 
not have imposed 
TV Meaning af "Fall 
Emptor men! ” 
Those who advocate "full em­ 
ployment" are realh advocat­ 
ing 
not 
"full 
employment. 
which already prevails, but di­ 
rected employment They claim 
to desire more people to be 
employed, but they really de­ 
sire people to be employ ed rn 
different way s than prevail. The 
"unemployed ' and the "under­ 
employed" they want to see 
•fully 
employed But by what 
tight do they state that some 
are not doing as much as they 
ought to do? And how do they 
justify using the power of gov­ 
ernment to hue people to al­ 
ter their employ merit * 
The error arises from the as­ 
sumption that some of the na­ 
tion s human resources are not 
being used and hence can be put 
to use 
without 
taking 
them 
■way from any other use—that 
Paul can be paid without rob­ 
bing Peter 
But. as we have 
seen. all people are employed. 
at some activity, rf it be noth­ 
ing more exciting than rock­ 
ing on the front porch, and all 
are receiving rewards, material 
and immaterial, 
m 
unknown 
amounts 
Who is to say that 
they are not now "fully" em­ 
ployed. or that they will be 
more '"fully" employed after 
some have been moved by ex­ 
ternal direction into different 
employment' 
The authorities admit that in 
recent years employers have 
actively sought markers while 
in the same areas an ever- 
increasing number of workers 
were 
reported 
without 
jobs 
There 
is 
abundant 
evidence 
that jobless people are being 
dissuaded, by public aids. from 
taking available jobs It is man­ 
ifestly untrue to say that these 
people can be hired, by mas­ 
sive injections of new money 
into the spending stream, with­ 
out cost to the economy. As 
soon as such a person is hired 
— for example, on a public 
project launched to eliminate 
his 
unemploy meet" — he wul 
cease to receive and enjoy the 
psychic satisfactions he was re­ 
ceiving as 
a 
jobless person, 
and the national income will be 
reduced by the amount of these 
satisfactions The value of the 
mamie sacrificed will be equal 
to the least amount he would 
go to wert for on the public 
project, minus the amount of 
cash aid he had been receiv­ 
ing 
To put it another way. while 
out af a job and on unempkn- 
raent compensat.on. a person 
receives 
his 
livelihood 
plus 
the 
satisfaction 
of 
idleness 
When he is put to work on a 
public wa t s preset, t i re­ 
ceives only his livelihood Yet 
the "full employment" school 
of thought holds that there has 
been no loss 
The aim of the "full employ­ 
ment” school is to provide rel­ 
atively high - wage jobs and 
attract workers into them Pri­ 
vate employers, being limned 
by the marginal productivity of 
the workers 
cannot 
provide 
such jobs. but the government 
can. The "full employment" ad­ 
vocates would 
insure against 
workers taking low - wage jobs 
for the 
workers’ 
favor 
The 
higher the levels of these aids, 
the more people who appear 
to claim them, and hence the 
longer the rolls of the "unem­ 
ployed ” Thus 
"less than full 
employment ’ . 
becomes 
a 
chronic coedit .on 
making ap­ 
propriate. according to the Key­ 
nesian prescription, ever great­ 
er Bjectfeas of fiat money In 
short, their solution to 
unem­ 
ployment" is to raise wages 
— which is 
turn 
results 
in 
more "unemployment.” 
This vicious circle can only 
he broken by recognition that 
"less than full employment' is 
a fiction. No free person 
is 
"unemploy ed " Everyone is em­ 
ployed at the activity of 
ha 
choice Some are more produc­ 


tive of measurable wealth than 
others, but ooh: rn a totalitar­ 
ian state could any pretense 
be made of directing everyone 
into that employment where he 
produced the most measurable 
wealth In a free society, peo­ 
ple spend much time and en­ 
ergy rn producing immeasurable 
psychic 
wealth 
T h e y 
also 
switch quickly from producing 
material wealth to producing 
psychic wealth, and vice versa. 


\ # Common M easure 
•f Value 
Any theory of employment 
which ignores 
psychic 
wages 
and 
the 
employments 
which 
yield such wages is inoomp'ete 
and inadequate 
Any 
attempt 
to quantify all wages and ex­ 
press the quantities in a com­ 
mon measure of value is doom­ 
ed to failure No one knows or 
can know what another* in­ 
come totals. Hence, no one can 
know what the total "national 
income" is. or whether it is 
greater or less this year than 
last If we consider an increase 
of rational 
income to be a 
"measure of economic growth " 
no one can make other than 
the wildest estimate of the rate 
of economic growth 
Since World War II. govern­ 
ment spending has been liber­ 
ally used to direct people into 
wage employment, and undoubt­ 
edly some have been so d.reel­ 
ed Whether this has caused the 
“national income" to be higher 
than it would 
have 
been 
is 
impossible to say. However, it 
is a matter of common obser­ 
vation that not all have been 
induced to take wage jobs: the 
lengthening relief rolls and the 
continuing 
queues 
of 
unem­ 
ployment compensation claim­ 
ants testify to that 
More and more we hear of 
“chronic unemployment.’’ Some 
call it 
permanent unemploy­ 
ment " It is really not unem­ 
ployment In many cases pub­ 
lic agencies are playing the 
role of "employers"; in others 
the people are 
selfemployed.” 
or subsisting 
on 
savings 
or 
other resources of their own 
To hold that whenever there 
is “less than full employment’’ 
people can be directed int® 
•age jobs without being lured 
away from other satisfying ac­ 
tivity and thus without detract­ 
ing from 
production 
already 
m progress is to imply that 
all jobless people are wasting 
their time and would give up 
nosing rf they were to take 
Jit* Tm 
u« 
of this implication, we need 


only to ask what of those who 
have 
quit 
work 
vohmtan’y’* 
What of the retired, the pro­ 
fessors an sabbatical leave, and 
so on' In fact, a state of chos­ 
en leisure may 
well be the 
richest employment imaginable 
Literally “full employ ment" at 
wage and salary jobs would he 
a most wasteful use of man­ 
power To use government pow­ 
er to achieve “full 
em ploy­ 
ment" is just as antisocial as 
it is uneconomic 
Inflationary Sprnrfinf 
Economists widely hold that 
it is evil — the term is “in­ 
flat sonars ' — for government 
to launch a spend-to-create-em- 
p’.oy men; program when “full 
employment" already prevails, 
but to do this when there is 
“less than full employment" is 
quite all right, in fact, is the 
appropriate remedy If. as the 
writer holds, there is no es­ 
sential difference between “full 
employment" and “less than 
full employment" — if in a 
true sense the former always 
prevails in a free society, it 
follows that government spend­ 
ing programs arc always in­ 
flationary. 
The essence of such a spend­ 
ing program is that the gov­ 
ernment 
spends 
costless, 
or 
“legally 
counterfeit,’’ 
money 
to hire resources The source, 
and the only source, of the 
value of such ‘ money’’ is the 
value of other money in circu­ 
lation 
It is a diluting opera­ 
tion. for all the world uke pour­ 
ing a bucket of water into a 
can of milk. 
In 
reality, 
the 
government claims and takes 
the services of resources, in­ 
cluding workers, without giving 
up wealth for them 
A fully 
employed economy, it is held, 
cannot afford to give up these 
services but a "less than fully 
emptoyed" economy can. 


If. however, as held here. peo­ 
ple are "unemployed" because 
they prefer to be. that is. be­ 
cause the satisfactions of "un­ 
employment" add up to a more 
attractive package than do the 
satisfactions of "employment.” 
then manifestly they will not 
benefit by being 
moved 
into 
employment, which means be­ 
ing required to give 
up the 
greater 
satisfactions 
for 
the 
lesser This is really the mean­ 
ing of "inflation"; it is a proc­ 
ess by which people are lured 
into comparatively unproductive 
employment, the entire econ­ 
omy is impoverished, and all 
are condemned to receive less­ 
er satisfaction. Thus, regard­ 


less of what the statisticians 
say » the "rate of unemploy­ 
ment ” 
government 
spending 
is never the remedy. 
CNflaiwav 
What bearing has this theory 
of employment on the thesis 
that government “aids” are sub­ 
sidizing idleness and reducing 
productivity ' Just this Through 
aids. we are enabling people 
to consume without producing. 
The subsidized persons are, to 
the extent of the subsidy , es­ 
caping the disutility of labor. 
which is imposed on man by 
nature 
They 
are 
becoming 
drones living off the workers. 
And they 
are assuming this 
favored status on the ground 
that 
through 
forces 
beyood 
their control they have been 
placed in the disadvantageous 
position of being "unemployed” 
and thus have a valid claim 
upon society 
In point of fact, they are not 
"unemployed." 
nor are they 
victims of forces beyond their 
control They are free persons 
choosing from various alterna­ 
tives how they shall spend their 
days, just as all persons are 
doing. They are free to produce 
rf they wish. but it follows that 
they should consume proper 
noratek, in which case thev 
wili be moved most strongly 
to become more productive 
Society cannot afford to give 
them consumption goods in ex­ 
ecss of what they produce, since 
this merely prolongs their un­ 
productive state, nor is there 
any reason, economic or other, 
for so doing On the contrary , 
reason dictates that the "aids” 
be cut off. both to save the 
product for those 
who have 
produced it and to stimulate 
the 
unproductive 
to 
become 
more productive. 
Perhaps the most serious aid- 
induced waste is the erosion of 
the spirit of enterprise, which 
inevitably results from putting 
people on a dole. since it re­ 
duces the necessity to venture 
and to exert oneself The Amer­ 
ican 
workers 
ready 
accept­ 
ance of the 
fatalistic 
notion 
that he "cannot find a job” 
should give us pause Only as 
the worker succeeds in selling 
his labor and keeping himself 
continuously at work will the 
economy produce to the utmost 
Government “aid” of all kinds, 
whether it be compensation to 
the 
"unemployed.” 
relief 
to 
the "needy ." price supports to 
farmers, minimum wages to 
workers, subsidies to shipbuild­ 
ers. easy credit to "small" busi­ 
ness urban renewal grants, de­ 
fense contracts to "depressed 
areas.” or "aid to education.” 
should be discontinued, rf not 
immediately. 
then 
gradually 
Government 
should withdraw 
from the "aid” business, at the 
same time serv ing notice on 
the people that they must de­ 
pend upon their own initiative. 
Not only the federal but the 
state and 
local 
governments 
should demobilize their “aid” 
forces 
Such 
action, 
we 
predict, 
would be followed by such a 
surge of productive activity as 
this country has never seen. 
As the easy . lackadaisical, sub­ 
sidized life came to an end. 
men would bestir themselves. 
throw off their aid-induced loth 
arg} , shed the cynical “every 
body's - getting - his - why - 
shouldn’t I - get - mine” atti­ 
tude. and go to work with vigor 
and daring. 
The "unemployed.” having no 
government crutch to lean upon. 
would break down the "union 
wage” tradition and find jobs 
at market wages As they went 
to work. production would a 
crease, new projects not now 
feasible because of cost would 
sprang into being and eater- 
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The Protestant Reformation 
was an economic as well as a 
religious 
transformation. 
The 
capitalism of the Reformation 
supplanted the corporate guild 
structure of the Middle Ages 
Under capitalism the sy stem (rf 
production and distribution be­ 
came mdividualist.c. and entre­ 
preneurs produced and sold for 
themselves in unregulated com­ 
petition and hired or fired work­ 
ers in response to their skills, 
industry 
and demand for the 
fruits of their energies. The 
early system of capitalism re­ 
placed the guilds with factories 
Products, in excess of local 
needs, were disposed of at dis­ 
tant points 
Sy stemizatioo 
in 
production and distribution vast­ 
ly increased the use of money, 
and credit was enormously aid­ 
ed by the spirit of the time to 
bring as much as possible of 
life’s demands under md v idual 
control 
This new spirit pitted produc­ 
ing capitalists against mercan­ 
tilists and pawnbroking money­ 
lenders. and individual workers 
entered into the new spirit of 
working gainfully and purpose­ 
fully toward a higher living 
standard, instead (rf the older 
land Eastern) attitude of work­ 
ing only as compelled, or mere­ 
ly to preserve a way of life 
inherited from father and fore­ 
father 
The capitalist attitude 
both of the employer and em­ 
ployee. in the Rena.ssance as 
in the Reformat :on. become one 
of energetic actu .tv which be­ 
came to be recanted as a feature 
identifiable with Protestantism, 
rf indeed not originated by it. 
The opposition of this new 
productive, individualistic capi­ 
talism 
to 
mercantilism 
and 
pawnbroking money lending caus­ 
ed a shift of vocational appeal 
from the monastery to the work­ 
shop 
It dignified worthy con­ 
structive effort of ail kuids. To 
Martin Luther we owe the mo­ 
dern 
term 
“voration*! 
guid­ 
ance ” 
In 
Luther s 
v i e w , 
fanners, 
s c h o o l 
teachers, 
judges, doctors, household ser­ 
vants. 
and 
all 
other 
hon­ 
orable 
workers 
were 
engag­ 
ed in religious callings where 
ones duty was to work faith­ 
fully. to serve God by fulfilling 
the inner sense of duty to give 
an honest day s work for an ac­ 
ceptable wage This Protestant 
attitude became dom nan: in 
the farming regions of (Jermany 
and soon spread to the factories 
and provided the newly dev elop­ 
ing 
capitalists 
with 
willing 
workers 
The monastic attitude toward 
life underwent another change 
as Luther 
and also Calvin) 
succeeded in attaching a stig­ 
ma to idleness and begging Lu­ 
ther restored the ancient Bene­ 
dictine sanctification of labor 
by lifting it from the cloister 
and transferring it to all pro­ 
ductive pursuits of livelihood. 
Those who were able to work 
were righteous only rf they did 
so; those who were disabled 
had to be cared for 
But no 
one. under any circumstances, 
should beg 
Tb s held the matter of Christ­ 
ian chanty up for rev iew. .AU 
during the Middle Ages, the giv­ 
ing of alms had been looked. 
upon as enriching the donor s 
future life expectations no mat­ 
ter what was the social, eco­ 
nomic . or moral state of the 
recipient In other words, the 
old motivation of chanty-giving 
was primarily self-serving, aim­ 
ing at one s own soul-sav ing Lu­ 
ther held that assistance to one s 
fellows should be the motive 
of the Almsgiv ing, sad help 
should be given only where and 


prise would expand 
The de­ 
mand for 
capital 
would 
in­ 
crease. Simultaneously, knowing 
that they now must depend on 
their 
own 
resources, 
people 
would save more, providing the 
new investment funds. Oppor­ 
tunities for entrepreneurs would 
multiply workers 
We must get used to the idea 
that the job is not static — not 
a given The technology of elec­ 
tronics. computers, and so forth 
accelerates the displacement of 
workers That is to say. entre­ 
preneurs are enjoying a period 
of extraordinary success in de­ 
vising less costly ways of pro­ 
duction They are not “creating 
jobs.” nor can they he expect­ 
ed to do so; their function is 
to create wealth 
The worker 
must fend for 
himself. 
This 
makes it all the more essential 
that we not demobilize the job­ 
seeker. but that we encourage 
the job-fmdmg. job-creating ef- 
#rrts of every worker. 


economic 
self-reliance 
conse­ 
quently replaced the old notion 
that poverty and begging were 
tolerable in order to afford op­ 
portunities for the pious to in­ 
sure salvation of their souls. 
Thus, in early Protestantism, 
self-support, even by labor in 
common and menial occupations 
w as both righteous and respect­ 
able 
The early Protestant attitude 
toward lending money at inter­ 
est is as significant as their 
attitude toward charity Luther 
accepted 
whole-heartedly 
the 
views expressed in the 13th cen­

Auditor Claims 
Experiences Aid

an interim audit report saying 
that persons not entitled to un­ 
employment compensation re­ 
ceived jobless pay.

Damage caused by flooding 
from backed-up sewers is not 
generally covered by insurance 
Typical policies that provide 
coverage for some kinds of wa­

The hospital will place tools 
never before used in Alabama in 
the hands of local ophthalmolo­ 
gists for use in repairing eyes 
damaged by injury or disease.” 
Dr Callahan said. 
Some of the specialized equip­ 
ment is yet to be purchased 
Money for it will come from 
private donors 
Donors already have contrib­ 
uted $1 million toward the con­ 
struction itself Total cost, in­ 
cluding equipment, will nudge

The Eye Foundation will not 
only prov wk adequate bed space 
for eye patients, but will free 
beds for general patients in hos­

New equipment used in eye 
treatment here for the first time

Eye Foundation Hospital was 
the idea of the late Dr. Roy

13 years ago 
Ingalls’ $25000 
purchased the land in the heart 
of what is now the Birmingham 
Medical Center.

snow and cold, many a photo­ 
grapher treats his camera as 
though it were a bear some­ 
thing to go into hibernation 
Every season has its beauty. 
in Mother Nature and in people's 
activities and winter is no ex­ 
ception 
(iood winter pictures 
are not hard to find or to take. 
In fact, after a snowfall even 
the most prosaic and familiar 
objects around us look different 
and beautiful under a mantle of 
snow. You"have but to step out­ 
side or open a window to find a 
picture world 
waiting 
to 
be 
snapped 
Possibly the hardest 
thing to overcome is the feeling 
that ifs too much trouble to get 
the camera, load up and to get 
started on shooting 
To begin, carry a camera in a 
small gadget bag when you go 
outdoors just as you did in warm 
weather When you have a cam 
era handy, tile initial inertia is 
overcome and half the battle is 
won The gadget bag offers pro­ 
tection to the camera yet per­ 
mits gradual acclimatization to 
the prevailing temperature 
A 
sudden change from warmth to 
very cold air could cause con­ 
densation on the lens with a loss 
in image quality. A sunshade is 
also a help in protecting the 
lens, from si tow flares and from 
flurries of failing snow 
Side lighting and back light­ 
ing add dram atic interest in 
shooting 
snow covered 
land­ 
scapes and help bring out the 
sparkle of snow texture Snow’ 
reflects light in all directions 
and when it is the dominant 
feature, it 
is 
classed 
as 
a 
“ light subject” and the expo­ 
sure 
is 
rated 
accordingly — 
either by a faster shutter speed 
or a one stop smaller lens open­ 
ing. 
However if people or objects 
in the scene are more important 
as the center of pic ture interest, 
then the exposure is for average 
subject matter or a normal ex­ 
posure. 
To stop winter action of skiers 
sledders or skaters, stand so 
that the action comes towards 
the camera either head-on or at 
about a 45-degree angle A shut­ 
ter speed of 1-lMth of a second 
should be sufficient Focus on 
a predetermined spot about 15 
or 20 feet away and keep the 
cam era 
steady 
when 
you 


squeeze the button the instant 
your subject reaches the spot 
Another technique can be used 
to increase the illusion of great 
speed Follow the action, even 
broadside, by panning with the 
cam era and use a slow shutter 
speed of about I 25th second for 
the exposure In this case, the 
subject will be reasonably sharp 
if your camera is synchronized 
to the action, but the back­ 
ground will be a complete blur 
Junior, coming down hill 
on 
his sled will look like an Olym­ 
pic bob-sled contender 
To avoid too bright reflections 
of the sun which may “ wash 
out” colors in your scenes, use 
a Skylight or a 
Pola-Screen 
filter. A Skylight filter absorbs 
glare and needs no exposure 
compensation.

Pola-Screen 
filter is more effective and re­ 
quires an exposure increase of 
one and one-half stops
